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Preface 



This report presents the biographical characteristics and achievements of 
the 1373 cadets who entered the Class of 1974. A separate report will 
compare selected characteristics of this class with previous classes. In 
order to obtain data on the American College Testing Program, the ACT was 
administered to 1336 members of the Class of 1974 on 6 and 7 July 1970. 
The results of this test are included in Table 24.
